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President's Report 


As the end of my two-year term as President of the 
Art Gallery of Ontario draws closer, | have taken 
the opportunity to reflect on the present strengths 
and needs of the institution. The strengths are 
obvious: outstanding collections built up over the 
years through the generosity of private 
benefaction, exhibitions that attract attention from 
critics and scholars the world over, educational 
and extension programs second to none, a 
committed core of volunteers whose time and 
energy have added both to the Permanent 
Collection and to the operational strength of the 
Gallery, and a superb staff whose dedication 
exceeds any normal employment expectation, to 
name a few. 

Of all the many activities in an institution like the 
Gallery, the continuing growth of the collections is 
the most fundamental. Despite the severe 
economic restraint imposed by rapid escalations 
in the value of works of art on the market, the 
Gallery’s collections continue to grow through the 
generosity of private benefactors and the wise use 
of available funds by our curators. Once again in 
the 1985/86 year, the Gallery acquired 616 new 
works of art, including the masterpiece The 
Adoration of the Shepherds by Lunetti, given by 
Joey and Toby Tanenbaum. Such acquisitions not 
only strengthen the Gallery’s Collection, but they 
also increase our ability to put together an 
exhibition program suitable to the Gallery’s many 
publics. The Permanent Collection also is the 
base from which many creative programs in 
Education and Extension are derived. 

The major need of the Gallery at this juncture 
relates directly to its success as a collecting and 
exhibiting institution. During the term of my 
presidency, the Gallery through the aco 2000 
Committee has developed a long-term plan that 
will realize the completion of the Gallery's building 
program which commenced in 1966, and will also 
enable the Gallery to continue to fulfill its mandate 
through the turn of the century. The plan has been 
developed to take into account all of the pertinent 
factors that will affect the Gallery's operation over 
the mid- to long-term. Prior to planning any new 
facilities, careful consideration was given to the 
configurations of existing space and the need to

rationalize them. Problems such as the street 
presence of the building on Beverley and Dundas 
Streets, parking and traffic implications, the need 
for additional administrative space, and increased 
operating expenses have all been taken into 
consideration. The main emphasis running 
throughout the plan is the ability to increase the 
public’s access to the Gallery's collections, and as 
it stands, | am pleased to report that the plan 
contemplates a nearly fifty per cent increase in 
exhibition space. With the completion of the 
planning for this project, the Gallery will be setting 
out to raise funds for its implementation. The 
enviable record of this institution for being 
financially sound and the solid reputation for 
achievement should make this effort much easier. 
| would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
AGO 2000 Committee, and its Chairman, Mr. V. 
Stock, for the development of a comprehensive 
plan for the Gallery's future. 

Another achievement this past year that will 
complement the long-term development plan is 
the formulation of a marketing strategy for the 
Gallery. Recognizing the need for the Gallery to 


increase community involvement and public 
recognition of its excellent programs, and to keep 
pace with current trends, the Marketing Advisory 
Committee, under the chairmanship of Mr. Joe 
Rotman, has assisted the staff in the development 
of an overall marketing strategy for the Gallery. 
The marketing plan will greatly assist the Gallery 
in achieving its goals, and | wish to thank Mr. 
Rotman and his committee for their great 
contribution. 

Although | have mentioned two committees 
whose work has been exceptional over the past 
year, | must emphasize that the work of the other 
Board committees, volunteers, and staff is no less 
important. On behalf of the Board of Trustees, | 
extend sincere thanks to the hundreds of 
volunteers who have generously donated their 
time serving on Board committees, fund-raising, 
or who have assisted the Volunteer Committee in 
one of their many projects. To the Director, Bill 
Withrow, and his capable colleagues we extend 
gratitude for a record of accomplishment that 
distinguishes the Art Gallery of Ontario as one of 
the great art museums on this continent. 

Our appreciation also goes to the many 
foundations, corporations, and government 
bodies that assist in the Gallery’s programming 
and operation. | would particularly like to 
recognize the vital assistance that the Ontario 
Ministry of Citizenship and Culture continues to 
give, not only on a funding level, but through their 
enthusiastic support of the Gallery’s aims and 
objectives. 

There is no lack of hard work for the President of 
the Art Gallery of Ontario, but it is also a 
tremendously enriching experience touching as it 
does all aspects of the Gallery. Thanks to 
everyone who is associated with the Gallery; you 
made it possible for me to have a great 
experience. It was fun too!

Director's Report 


The illustration of the work The Adoration of the 
Shepherds on the cover of this year’s Annual 
Report attests to several important facts about the 
Art Gallery of Ontario. First and foremost this 
Renaissance painting, a gift from Joey and Toby 
Tanenbaum, was the outstanding acquisition of 
the year. Second, its place on the cover is 
intended to remind us that the Permanent 
Collection of the Gallery is the result of private 
benefaction. And third, the cover bears witness to 
the primary importance of the activity of collecting 
art — the institution’s raison d’étre. 

Each year the Art Gallery of Ontario organizes and 
hosts a wide spectrum of exhibitions, not only for 
display in Toronto but also for institutions throughout 
Ontario and Canada. Exhibitions and their 
supporting educational programs are essential to 
the fulfillment of our purpose, but the enrichment 
of our Collection is the core. We are therefore 
happy to report that 1985/86 was once again 
marked by many fine gifts and acquisitions for 
which the Gallery offers its gratitude to the donors. 


Acquisitions 

The Gallery accessioned 616 works of art into the 
Permanent Collection during 1985-86. Many 
important purchases were made possible by the 
Annual Giving Fund, and the Collection was 
significantly enhanced by numerous generous 
gifts of works of art. The many donors are 
individually recognized in the List of Acquisitions 
on pages 14-25. 

The most important gift to the Gallery during the 
past year was undoubtedly The Adoration of the 
Shepherds, an oil on panel painting by Tommaso 
di Stefano, called Lunetti (Florentine, 
c.1490/6-1564), gift of Joey and Toby Tanenbaum. 
This fine devotional work adds significantly to the 
Gallery’s holdings of Italian Renaissance art. 
Lunetti’s paintings are extremely rare, but their 
charm and quality of execution reflect the 
consistently high standards achieved during the 
period. The Adoration of the Shepherds was one 
of the numerous works of art captured from Joseph 
Napoleon by the Duke of Wellington after the Battle 
of Vitoria in 1813, and remained in the possession 
of the Duke’s descendants until it entered the 


collection of Joey and Toby Tanenbaum. 

Three works by the Russian Constructivist 
sculptor Naum Gabo represent the most 
important addition to the Gallery’s modern 
sculpture collection since Henry Moore’s gift of 
original plasters, bronzes, prints and drawings in 
1974. These acquisitions would not have been 
possible without the generous financial support of 
the Volunteer Committee, who wished to mark 
their fortieth anniversary with a major purchase. 
This purchase, Linear Construction in Space No. 
1 of 1942/1945-49, dates from Gabo’s years in 
England, when he was living and working in close 
proximity with Barbara Hepworth, Ben Nicholson, 
and Henry Moore. Also purchased with assistance 
from the Volunteer Committee Fund was 
Construction in Space, with Net of 1951-52, made 
in Connecticut, where Gabo and his family lived 
from 1946 until his death in 1977. The glass and 
enamelled metal Model for a Fountain of 1923-24 
was donated to the Gallery by the Gabo family 
also in honour of the Volunteer Committee’s 
anniversary. With its heroic architectural 
implications, this rare early work is one of the 
supreme achievements of Gabo’s early 
Constructivist art. These works, which represent 
three distinct phases of Gabo’s development, 
constitute an extremely significant addition to our 
collection of 20th-century sculpture. 

In the area of prints and drawings, the single 
most important purchase of the year was the 
outstanding black chalk and wash drawing 


Wooded Landscape with Herdsman and Cattle by 
Thomas Gainsborough (British, 1727-1788). Also 
purchased was a black chalk drawing by Adolph 
Menzel (German, 1815-1905), a pastel by 
Ker-Xavier Roussel (French, 1867-1944), a 
charcoal drawing by Francois Bonvin (French, 
1817-1887), and three other English drawings, 
including a fine landscape watercolour by William 
Turner of Oxford (1789-1862). To the print 
collection were added fifteen etchings and 
engravings by purchase, including a brilliant set of 
impressions of The Four Seasons by Wenzel 
Hollar (Czech, 1607-1677). 

During the past year corporate and private 
donations were of great importance. From the 
Trier-Fodor Foundation came 137 caricatures and 
humorous prints and drawings, including a 
wonderfully fresh watercolour by the French 
painter Edouard Vuillard (1868-1940) of the actor 
Coquelin Cadet, and an important pen and ink 
drawing La luna ispiratrice de/ poeti by Pier 
Francesco Mola (Italian, 1612-1666). With funds 
provided by Inco Limited, the Gallery purchased a 
dramatic mezzotint A Farrier's Shop by William 
Pether (British, 1731-1795) after Joseph Wright of 
Derby, and thanks to Touche Ross, eleven prints, 
including the lithograph A Cossack Horse by 
James Ward (British, 1769-1859), were purchased. 
The Toronto Society of Architects provided funds 
to acquire a fine architectural drawing by Pietro 
Gonzaga (Italian, 1751-1831). Duke Roberto 
Ferretti gave a black chalk drawing Portrait of a 
Woman by Angelo Inganni (Italian, 1807-1880). 
Other gifts included an engraving by Jacob 
Matham (Flemish, 1571-1631) from Dr. and Mrs. 
Martin Kosoy. Several works were also added to 
the 20th-century German collection: a powerful 
woodcut Jandele/ by Emil Nolde (1867-1956) was 
an anonymous gift; a Lovis Corinth (1858-1925), oil 
on paper, Head of Woman, was the gift of Dr. and 
Mrs. L. Simon; and a group of twenty-six drawings 
and prints by Robert Michel (1896-1983) and Ella 
Bergmann-Michel (1896-1971) came from the 
estate of Dr. Paul Seligman. From the estate of Mr. 
J.T. Johnson came three watercolours and 
thirty-six hand-coloured etchings by Thomas 
Rowlandson (British, 1756-1827), which were a

welcome addition to a growing Rowlandson 
collection. Mr. and Mrs. James Dickinson donated 
eight etchings and wood-engravings by 
20th-century American and British artists. An 
album of ten etchings by John Hamilton Mortimer 
(British, 1741-1779) was given by the friends of the 
late Mrs. Esther Gelber, and a superb etching by 
James Abbott McNeill Whistler (American, 
1834-1903), Long House — Dyer’s - Amsterdam, 
was given by Mr. Arthur Gelber in memory of Mrs. 
Esther Gelber. 


The generous gift by David Milman and Valerie 
Burton of a group of thirty 19th-century and 
seventy-six 20th-century photographic works, 
including the work of Francis Frith, Felix Bonfils, 
Johann Nohring, E.S. Curtis, Berenice Abbott, and 
Harry Callahan, is a most important addition to our 
growing collection of photographic works of art. 

Purchases and gifts also significantly added to 
the Gallery’s holdings of Canadian historical art. 
The most important purchases in this area 
included George Reid's The Other Side of the 


Question, 1890; A.Y. Jackson's April Day, Ste. 
Marthe, Gaspé, 1953; and an impressive early 
casting of M.A. Suzor-Coteé’s bronze sculpture, Le 
Vieux Pionnier, 1911. Among many generous gifts 
were The Survivor, McGregor Bay, 1929, by Arthur 
Lismer, gift of Miss Norah McCullough; two David 
Milnes, an oil, Grand Concourse, Bronx, 1915, and 
a rare war-time watercolour, Ripon, High Street, 
1919, bequests of Frances E. Barwick, late of 
Ottawa; Otto Jacobi’s Lake Memphremagog, 1861, 
one of four 19th-century oils donated by Mr. Mort 


Lesser; and Arthur Lismer’s Red Arbutus, 1954, 
gift of Mr. Jennings D. Young. Kazuo Nakamura’s 
Inner Structure, 1956, was one of four 
mid-20th-century works donated by Mr. Charles 
McFaddin and Rocks, St. Briac, Brittany, 1907, an 
early canvas by Clarence A. Gagnon, was a

j Most of the acquisitions of Canadian 
contemporary art have been sculpture; these 
include a large gift of seven Royden Rabinowitch 
Manifold sculptures from 1978-80, donated by 
William Bellman. Historically important early 
sculptures by Michael Snow, First to Last, 1967, 
and by lan Carr-Harris, Fred, 1972, were 
purchased for the collection as well as more 
recent installations by Carr-Harris, Untitled, 
1984-5; Liz Magor, Four Boys and a Girl, 1979; by 
Robin Collyer, four works; and Jamelie Hassan, 
Primer for War, 1984. Other purchases included 
Ron Martin’s Bright Red No. 3, 1972 and In Pursuit 
of the World #2, 1976, and Betty Goodwin's 
Moving Towards Fire, 1983. Many generous gifts to 
the collection included Greg Curnoe’s Zeus 
10-Speed, 1972, given by Mr. and Mrs. Fredrik 
Eaton; lain Baxter’s Bagged Landscape with 
Water, 1966, donated by Harry and Anne 
Malcolmson; David Rabinowitch’s Construction of 
Vision (Ottonion Group), 1983, given by Mr. and 
Mrs. Aaron Milrad, in memory of Joseph Milrad; 
Royden Rabinowitch’s Barrel Construction (Double 
Curvature at Right Angle #17), 1964, given by 


Jeanne Parkin; an untitled work of 1973-74 by Alex 


Wyse, given by Chris Youngs and Cecily Moon; 
and Landon Mackenzie’s Lost River Series #10, 
1981, given by John Lucas. The Peggy 
Lownsbrough Fund was used to acquire works 
such as an untitled work of 1968 by John 
Meredith, and Renée Van Halm’s Awakening, 1983. 
Four works by Robin Collyer and two works by lan 
Carr-Harris was purchased with the proceeds of 
the Annual Giving Fund and the aco Foundation. 
A Shirley Wiitasalo painting, Beautiful Garden, 
1981, was given in memory of Alicia Forgie. 

Gifts also constituted the major portion of 
acquisitions in the area of international 
contemporary art. The largest and most important 
group of works were given by Mr. and Mrs. Roger 


Davidson, Harris Davidson, and Matthew 
Davidson, in honour of Mrs. Harry Davidson. They 
included: a target painting Nieuport, 1960, by 
Kenneth Noland; a major sculpture O Drawing, 
1957, by David Smith; and a painted sculpture 
Cross Patch, 1965, by Anthony Caro. An important 
painting by Helen Frankenthaler, Natural Answer, 
1976, was received from Mr. and Mrs. Morris Emer, 
and three large-scale drawings by Mia Westerlund 
from Mr. and Mrs. E.L. Stringer. A portfolio of seven 
aquatints were the partial gift of the W.P. Scott 
Foundation. The Gallery also acquired three 
significant works by purchase: a five-panel 
painting, Untitled (Basel), 1969, by Robert Ryman; 
a landscape, Barn, 1983, by Gerhard Richter; and 
a large installation work of steel shelving, wood, 
plaster, and burlap, 1982 and 1985, by Jannis 
Kounellis. 


Exhibitions 

During another active year, the Gallery presented 
an impressive array of exhibitions in fulfillment of 
its mandate to create a balanced program of 
historical, modern, and contemporary art, both 
Canadian and international, in the various media. 
The following are some highlights. 

The exhibition program was especially rich in the 
area of historical Canadian art. Canadian Jungle: 
The Later Work of Arthur Lismer and Atma 
Buddhi Manas: The Later Work of Lawren S. 
Harris, organized by Dennis Reid, Curator of 
Canadian Historical Art, looked at the painting of 
the more prominent members of the Group of 
Seven during the second half of their careers to 
show that it was as imaginative and important to 
the development of artistic attitudes in Canada as 
those artists’ more famous work. The exhibitions 
The 1940s: A Decade of Painting in Ontario, with 
such artists as A.Y. Jackson, Charles Comfort, 
Paraskeva Clark, Walter Yarwood, and Bertram 
Brooker, and Jack Bush: Early Work, including 
landscapes from the early 1930s to the 
abstractions of the late 1950s, were organized by 
Christine Boyanoski, Assistant Curator of 
Canadian Historical Art. These exhibitions 
included extensive catalogues and were 
circulated both nationally and provincially. 


The major exhibitions in contemporary Canadian 
art included The 1984 Miss General Idea Pavillion, 
composed of a series of installations representing 
the culmination of the sixteen-year activity of the 
Toronto-based artistic trio General Idea. The 
exhibition had opened in Europe at the Kunsthalle, 
Basel, and the Stedelijk Van Abbemuseum, 
Eindhoven, the Netherlands. Christopher Pratt, an 
ambitious retrospective organized by the 
Vancouver Art Gallery with curator, Joyce Zemans, 
constituted the first major survey of this senior 
Newfoundland artist. The first of the Perspective 
series, dedicated to young Canadian artists who 
have not yet had major museum exposure, 
featured Carol Wainio, a painter from Montreal, 
and Robert Wiens, a sculptor from Toronto, and 
was organized by David Burnett. Marking the 
debut of the AGO's new Curator of Contemporary 
Canadian Art Philip Monk, Object and Reference 
explored new acquisitions and other major works 
of sculpture from the contemporary Canadian 
collection. 

There were several exhibitions of exceptional 
note related to both the Old Masters and modern 
art. Honoré Daumier 1808-1879: From The 
Armand Hammer Collection included over 200 
lithographs, drawings, watercolours, bronzes, and 
oil paintings by the French 19th-century political 
and social satirist, drawn from the collection of Dr. 
Hammer. Naum Gabo: Sixty Years of 
Constructivism, organized by the Dallas Museum 
of Art, was the first complete retrospective of the 
work of the pioneering Russian-American 
constructivist sculptor who exerted a powerful 
influence on 20th-century art. /talian Drawings 
from the Collection of Duke Roberto Ferretti was 
organized by the Gallery in partnership with The 
Pierpont Morgan Library, New York. It was organized 
by David McTavish and included approximately 100 
drawings of the 16th and 17th centuries by such 
Italian masters as the Tiepolos, Cambiaso, Algardi, 
Cortona, Reni, Guercino, and Salvator Rosa from 
the important private collection of Duke Roberto 
Ferretti. The Prints of Edouard Manet, organized 
by the International Exhibitions Foundation, 
Washington, DC was a major retrospective of 
Manet’s prints.

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Presentations in international contemporary art 
included Milton Avery: Paintings of Canada, 
organized by Karen Wilkin for the Agnes 
Etherington Art Centre, Kingston, which revealed 
the importance to the development of Avery’s 
work of a visit early in his career to the Gaspé, in 
addition to surveying later work related to visits to 
Cobourg, Ontario, and the Canadian Rockies. 
Frankenthaler: Works on Paper 1949-1984, also 
organized by Karen Wilkin, presented seldom 
seen paper works spanning the artist’s career. Eric 
Fischl: Paintings, organized by Bruce Ferguson for 
the Mendel Art Gallery, Saskatoon, was an 
internationally touring exhibition exploring the 
highly charged suburban images of this 
prominent American painter whose career has 
deep roots in Canada. The year also featured the 
installation of large, newly acquired works by 
Dennis Oppenheim and Jannis Kounellis, as well 
as a special installation by Michelangelo Pistoletto, 
sponsored by the Istituto Italiano di Cultura, 
Toronto. 


As well as hosting Private Realms of Light, 
organized by the Public Archives of Canada, 
featuring Canadian photographers from 1839 to 
1940, the Gallery originated two significant 
photographic exhibitions: Gutmann, organized by 
Maia-Mari Sutnik, surveyed five decades of the 
work of the American documentarian, John 
Gutmann, born in Germany in 1905; William 
Notman: the Stamp of a Studio, organized by 
Stanley Triggs and coordinated by Karen Finlay, 
Assistant Curator, Exhibitions, and drawing largely 
from the photography collection of the McCord 
Museum, Montreal, sought to throw new light on 
William Notman himself, as well as to study and 
attribute the work of his staff photographers. 

Exhibitions in the Trier Gallery of satirical and 
illustrative art included a show of drawings and 
prints by the American humorist Edward Koren, 
while Chin Chiang and the Dragon's Dance, with 
watercolours, a Chinese lion, and special displays, 
demonstrated the different stages of production of 
a popular children’s book by lan Wallace. Several 


exhibitions of Inuit art were organized by Adjunct 
Curator, Jean Blodgett which included an 
exhibition of selections from the collection of Sam 
and Esther Sarick; Augustin Anaittuq: Ivories from 
Pelly Bay, a group of thirty-two miniature 
sculptures by Anaittuq, dramatically portraying the 
realities of Arctic life; and several ongoing 
installations of selections from the Klamer Family 
Collection of Inuit art. The program was further 
enriched by a variety of in-house exhibitions 
drawing from the Gallery's Permanent Collection. 


Extension Services 

During the year more than 227,665 viewers 
attended a total of 107 provincial, national, and 
international exhibition/events in 48 separate 
centres. Ontario alone had ninety exhibition 
bookings, forty-eight “Artists with their Work” 
programs, and four Speakers Service events in 
forty centres. Seven national centres had seven 
exhibition bookings, while one international centre 
had one booking. Northern Ontario booked fifty 
per cent of the Speakers Service events, 
twenty-three per cent of “Artists with their Work” 
programs, and twenty-one per cent of Ontario’s 
travelling exhibitions. 

The exhibitions Norman Cohn: Portraits and 
Grasp Tight the Old Ways: Selections from the 
Klamer Family Collection of Inuit Art both 
completed their national tours during the fiscal 
year. Three exhibitions, The 1940s: A Decade of 
Painting in Ontario, Contemporary International 
Prints: Gift of Mr. and Mrs. Neville Burston, and 
Pictures for the Parlour: The English Reproductive 
Print from 1775 to 1900, all drawn principally from 
the Permanent Collection of the Aco, completed 
their provincial tours. Two important exhibitions of 
Canadian historical art were launched on their 
national circuits: Atma Buddhi Manas: The Later 
Work of Lawren S. Harris and Canadian Jungle: 
The Later Work of Arthur Lismer. 

The CONTACT program, designed to meet the 
need for small exhibitions to be hosted by those 
communities with limited access (and unable to 
house major exhibitions), was restructured this 
year. Extension Services realigned the CONTACT 
program to better serve this segment of our

provincial clients by drawing upon the AGo’s 
Collection and providing exhibitions from various 
curatorial disciplines. Three new exhibitions 
circulated in the province: Edouard Boubat: A 
Portfolio of Photographs, Fashion Covers: 
1910-1925 (both from the AGO Collection), and Ron 
Shuebrook: Recent Reliefs and Drawings. These 
CONTACT exhibitions resulted in a total of nine 
bookings in Ontario centres. 

As one of the provincial agencies of the Ontario 
Ministry of Citizenship and Culture, the aco 
provides programming each year for Festival 
Ontario, which sponsors a series of Community 
festivals throughout the province. In the past year, 
an “Artists with their Work” program was held in 
conjunction with the North Bay Festival of the Arts. 
Shelagh Keeley executed an on-site wall drawing 


for the White Water Gallery in North Bay. The 
exhibition A Selection of Prints from the Canadian 
Historical Collection of the Art Gallery of Ontario 
was produced for the Grey-Bruce Arts Council 
Artsfest ’85 in May and the Peterborough Summer 
Festival. Contemporary International Prints: 
Selections from the Gift of Mr. and Mrs. Neville 
Burston was on view at the Art Gallery of Algoma 
in Sault Ste. Marie for the Algoma Fall Festival. 
The “Artists with their Work” program continued 
to encourage valuable interaction between 
Ontario artists and galleries throughout the 
province. The program enables an artist to 
conduct workshops that complement an 
exhibition of works, or a screening of films or 
videos. Through this program contemporary 


artists have not only received greater exposure 


provincially, but have also experienced varying 
attitudes to their work in cities far removed from 
major art-producing centres. Exhibiting galleries 
have gained greater accessibility to current artistic 
trends and have been able to expand their 
exhibition program due to the AGo’s organizational 
and financial participation. 

In 1985/86 thirty-three artists from a roster of 
eighty participated in forty-eight “Artists with their 
Work” programs. These exhibitions, screenings, 
workshops, and lectures were held in twenty-four 
art galleries and centres in twenty Ontario 
communities. Eighteen of the bookings were for 
film and video. 


Other Curatorial Activities 

The fiscal year 1985-86 saw a significant North 
American demand for loans placed upon the 
Permanent Collection. Prominent works of art from 
the Collection were requested and approved for 
inclusion in major exhibitions, the majority of 
which travelled to important art institutions. 
Icebergs, Greenland by Rockwell Kent was lent to 
the Santa Barbara Museum of Art for their 
circulating exhibition An Enkindled Eye: The 
Paintings of Rockwell Kent; Untitled by Jannis 
Kounellis and La Germania by Luciano Fabro 
were lent to PSI, New York, for the exhibition Arte 
Povera: The Italian Knot. \t is noteworthy to remark 
that the AGo’s contribution to this latter important 
exhibition represented the only North American 
participation, the balance of the exhibition derived 
from European sources. The Vital Gesture: Franz 
Kline in Retrospect, a travelling exhibition 
organized by the Cincinnati Art Museum will 
include the AGo’s canvas by the artist entitled 
Cupola; works by Tom Thomson, A.Y. Jackson, 
and J.W. Morrice were lent to the travelling 
exhibition The Advent of Modernism: 
Post-lmpressionism in North American Art 
1900-1978, organized by the High Museum of Art, 
Atlanta Georgia; the Lawren Harris canvas Above 
Lake Superior was included in the exhibition 
Winter, organized by the Hood Museum of Art, 
Hanover, New Hampshire; 5 bronzes by Moore 
were lent to the Albert and Vera List Visual Arts 
Centre, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 


Cambridge, for their Henry Moore exhibition; Floor 
Piece by William Wegman was supplied to the 
Phoenix Art Museum, Arizona for their exhibition 
Altered Egos. Le Concert by Pierre Auguste Renoir 
continued through this fiscal period as a 
prominent part of the major Renoir circulating 
exhibition seen in London, Paris, and Boston. La 
Soupe by Pablo Picasso was included in the 
prestigious exhibition Homage to Barcelona, 
organized by the Arts Council of Great Britain. 

Activity on native soil was similarly brisk. March 
Night can be viewed in the Vancouver Art Gallery's 
circulating exhibition Christopher Pratt: A 
Retrospective; The Market Place, Concarneau will 
be seen in the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts’ 
major circulating exhibition, James Wilson Morrice 
1865-1924: 4 works by B.C. Binning were lent to 
the Art Gallery of Greater Victoria, Bc for their 
travelling retrospective exhibition of the artist; 

3 works by Romney were lent to the Kitchener/ 
Waterloo Art Gallery for their George Romney in 
Canada circulating exhibition; works by F.H. 
Brigden, Franz Johnston, and F.H. Varley were 
forwarded to The Whyte Museum of the Canadian 
Rockies Gallery for their travelling exhibition, A 
Wilderness for All; Portrait Study by Prudence 
Heward was lent to the Agnes Etherington Art 
Centre, Kingston, for their circulating exhibition on 
the artist and 5 works by William Cresswell were 
supplied to the London Regional Art Gallery for 
their Cresswell travelling exhibition. Works of art by 
Harold Klunder, David Thauberger, John Massey, 
Noel Harding, Ron Martin, Paterson Ewen, Jamilie 
Hassan, and Carol Wainio found representation in 
exhibitions presented in Montreal, Guelph, 
Peterborough, Ottawa, and London, England. Nine 
drawings by Lismer were lent to The McMichael 
Canadian Collection for the exhibition A New 
Angle on Canadian Art: The Cartoons of Arthur 
Lismer; 7 prints by Pablo Picasso were furnished 
for the Mendel Art Gallery’s exhibition of graphics 
by the artist. 

For the E.P. Taylor Reference Library, the past 
year was marked by the single most important gift 
in its history — the bequest of 2,200 fine books on 
art and architecture from the estate of Professor 
Gilbert Bagnani. A highlight of this remarkable

donation is its concentration of guidebooks (with 
imprints from the 1880s to the 1940s), which will 
double the Library's already extensive holdings. 
Assisted by a Wintario grant from the Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture, the Library purchased 
an IBM PC xT to streamline various administrative 
functions, enhance reader service, and facilitate 
access to the collections. The introduction of 
online cataloguing planned for 1986/87 will be 
essential for processing acquisitions that have 
soared this year by 120% to 9,300 items. Both 
collection usage and reference transactions have 
continued to increase. The Library is again 
indebted to its many friends, whose names 
appear in the Annual Giving Fund section in this 
Report, for their ongoing support with books and 
acquisitions funds. Several outstanding gifts of 
monographs, however, do deserve special 
mention: the limited edition of Jean Blodgett’s 
Kenojuak, published in 1981 by Mintmark Press, 
was presented by the author; both Boccioni’s 
Pittura, scultura Futuriste (dinamismo plastico), 
published in 1914, and // carnevale di Roma, 
published in Rome by Francesco Bourlie in 1820 
(with twenty engraved plates by Bartolomeo 
Pinelli), were presented by the estate of Prof. G. 
Bagnani; W.A. Churchill's Watermarks in Paper... 
in the xvi and xvill centuries and their 
interconnection, published in Amsterdam by 
Menno Hertzberger in 1935, was presented by 
Christopher E. Horne; and five volumes of Maurice 
Lafaille’s Raoul Duty; catalogue raisonné de 
l'Oeuvre peint was generously presented by 
Samuel Josefowitz. 


Photographic Services continued to provide 
photography of works of art for an active 
publications schedule and for acquisition and 
archive records. Requests were processed for 
both in-house programs and outside users. 
Exhibition catalogue photography was 
undertaken or commissioned in out-of-town 
locations. A total of 1,132 works of art were 
photographed and over 7,580 photoprints were 
issued. The department also documented various 
Gallery events and exhibition installations. Over 
360 mail orders were serviced, providing 
photographic material for books, brochures, 
posters, cards, film, video, and individual research, 
along with agreements covering copyright and 
royalty matters. 

Special slide sets were made from the following 
exhibitions: Canadian Jungle: The Later Work of 
Arthur Lismer, Atma Buddhi Manas: The Later 
Work of Lawren S. Harris, and documentation took 
place of Naum Gabo: Sixty Years of Constructivism, 
Dennis Oppenheim’s installation Launching 
Structure #2. An Armature for Projection, 1981-82, 
and Michelangelo Pistoletto’s Orchestra of Rags, 
1968. The department prepared over 1,505 slides 
for various programs and slides of the Permanent 
Collection. 

While the Conservation Studios were still under 
construction and renovation during the past year, 
the staff concentrated on preventive and 
maintenance measures, which included over 700 
examinations for loan or exhibition purposes. Staff 
also carried out condition reports and executed as 
many treatments as were possible without full 
studio facilities. With the official opening of the new 
Paper Conservation Studio and the renovated 
Paintings and Sculpture Studio in June, full 
conservation activities were resumed. Over the 
year paper conservation treatments involved 36 
major and over 22 minor treatments, along with 
fabrication of over 460 new matts. In the areas of 
historical and contemporary art there were over 
140 treatments of which 15 were major 
undertakings. 

Inter-departmental activities and public relations 
were emphasized through seminars, studio 
demonstrations, public lectures, and media

interviews. The Conservation Studios are a 
popular stop on Gallery tours by various groups, 
including students from area colleges and 
universities. An active telephone consultation 
program has been broadened to include advice 
on the choice of private conservation services and 
the types of treatments in standard use. An 
average of fifteen to twenty calls are responded to 
per week. A referral list of practicing private 
conservators is in preparation. 

Sandra Lawrence joined the department in 
January as Chief Conservator and Conservator of 


Historical Art. The department has further 
provided nine-month internships for two students 
from the Art Conservation Techniques Program, 
Sir Sanford Fleming College. In the coming year 
the arrival of two assistant conservators will 
complete present staffing requirements. 


Education Programs 

The Education Services Division had an eventtul 
year. Among the many highlights the outstanding 
event was the successful educational exhibition, 
Eye Spy: The Search for Quality in Art. This highly 


regarded production of the Adult Programs 
Department, mounted in Gallery € during the early 
Fall, was generously funded by ASCOLECTRIC 
limited. A number of new interpretive and 

support devices were created, thereby giving the 
visitor more enjoyment and understanding of the 
process of connoisseurship. A computer loaned 
by Apple Canada gave another dimension to the 
game of search and research. Accompanying the 
exhibition, a separate booklet, entitled Eye Spy. A 
Do-It-Yourself Guide to Quality in Art, was 
published and was available in the AGo Book 
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Shop. Many valuable lessons were learned 
through extensive evaluation and study of many 
comments by the visiting public. 

Another significant event in the fiscal year 
1985/86 was the commencement of a regular 
video program about AGO exhibitions, events, and 
services. This half-hour program, called 
Spectrum, is scheduled bi-monthly and is 
broadcast by Rogers Cable and the cable 
network in Toronto and most of the province. 
Videotaped interviews with curators, artists, staff 
members, and the public, and looks at the content 
of exhibitions make a lively introduction to and 
promotion of the Gallery. The Media Productions 
Department has been assisted by the donation of 
free broadcast time by Rogers Cable, lab time by 
Bell Canada, and a grant from Wintario in 
producing these well-received programs. 

The Elementary Level Department maintained 
their numbers of School Visits in spite of fiscal 
restraints. The Hands On program was supported 
substantially by a grant from George Weston 
Limited, and three new installations attracted 
many family participants throughout the year. 
Secondary Level, also hampered by staff cuts, not 
only had increased School Visit numbers but also 
staged two educational exhibitions during the 
fiscal year. The intellectually challenging 
Sculpture: Questions of Definition dealt with 
difficult pieces of contemporary Canadian 
“process sculpture” from the Gallery Collection. 
Both high school students and the general public 
were assisted in their understanding of what 
today’s sculptors are producing. This spring the 
exhibition History: What's It Got To Do With Art? is 
bringing a large increase in attendance by history 
classes from the secondary schools as well as art 
classes and other disciplines. 

For the March Break, all Education departments 
were involved in creating and staging programs 
for family groups visiting the Gallery. The History 
exhibition was the subject of an extremely popular 
quiz game, with prizes drawn from among 
successful players. Expansion of the programs 
Hands On and Studio Drop-in saw hundreds of 
young and old learning and playing. Among the 
Activity Centre’s Gallery School events were a

special exhibition of animation material, 
screenings of students’ work, and an opportunity 
to interact with an artist at work. The program also 
included special events of an inter-arts nature. 
Senior students from the Royal Conservatory of 
Music performed at noon-hour concerts, and 
student dancers from the National Ballet School 
performed excerpts from several well-known 
ballets. Thousands of adults and children enjoyed 
these performances in addition to puppet shows 
and popular films. 

The Audio-Visual Centre responded to a steadily 
increasing demand from the outside community 
for loans of audio-visual materials. The Centre 
also screened seven film programs, which was 
highlighted by Blacklisting, a survey of the 
infamous Hollywood witch hunts. The presence of 
famous screenwriter Ring Lardner Jr. for a panel 
discussion on the subject attracted a great deal of 
media attention and a large audience. 

The Activity Centre achieved record numbers for 
its famous Studio Visit program for school classes. 
The Gallery School carried on a full range of 
courses for all ages with scholarships from Shell 
Canada Ltd. and a grant from The Eaton 
Foundation to assist with Advanced Studies 
courses. Special events included the annual 
exhibition of student work, a special show of prints 
and drawings at the Free Times Café, anda 
demonstration of printmaking techniques at Black 
Creek Pioneer Village’s 25th Anniversary 
Celebration. 

A good deal of planning and preparation was 
done in the latter part of the fiscal year for the 
Vatican Splendour exhibition scheduled for the 


Fall of 1986. For a more complete listing of 
Education Services programs, events and 
statistics, please turn to pages 29-33. 


Volunteer Programs 

Nineteen eighty-six marks the fortieth anniversary 
of volunteer activities in support of the Art Gallery 
of Ontario. The purpose of the original group of 25 
volunteers has not altered as the more than 500 
Volunteer Committee members and 200 Gallery 
volunteers of today hold as their mandate “to 
promote public interest in the Art Gallery of 
Ontario.” Through special events and ongoing 
projects, the Committee continues to fulfill its 
mandate. The Committee spent much of the past 
fiscal year planning and preparing for Artweek, 
May 10-18, 1986, which was organized in 
celebration of the Committee’s involvement with 
the arts community over the past forty years. 
Designed to familiarize the widest possible public 
with the quantity, quality, and variety of art in the 
metropolitan Toronto area, the AGO and over one 
hundred other public, parallel, and private 
galleries took part in a week of special programs 
and activities. 

The dedication of volunteers involved in running 
ongoing retail projects — Art Rental and Sales 
Gallery, the Reproduction, Jewellery, and Impulse 
shops — has resulted in record-breaking sales this 
year of over one million dollars. The overwhelming 
success of these projects will result in a retail 
expansion into the Gallery's east lobby to be 
completed in September 1986. 

Lively educational programs, tours, receptions 
and dinners as well as two luncheon/lecture 
series have brought The Grange house to life for 
visitors. The historic house is operated by 
volunteers who also carry on the day-by-day 
housekeeping. 

Travel-AGo volunteers have continued to provide 
enjoyable and educational art tours for Gallery 
Members to such destinations as Florence, 
Venice, and Rome, New Mexico, and Washington, 
pc. The Gallery Hopping program consisted of 
three overnight trips to Montreal, several viewings 
of corporate collections, and two trips to Buffalo. 

Docents, along with their regular daily and

evening tours of the Collection, have also 
participated in tours for AGO members’ programs, 
exhibition openings, and new Members’ parties. 
They have been asked to participate in the 
organization and program of the International 
Docent Symposium to take place in Toledo, Ohio 
in 1987. 

Membership volunteers have recruited and 
processed 2,950 new Gallery Members and 
renewal memberships. It is significant that 47% of 
new Members to the Gallery during the year have 
joined at the Membership Desk in the front lobby. 
This past year a special group of volunteers 
assisted the Membership Department each month 
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by telephoning those people whose memberships 
had lapsed which resulted in a much higher 
renewal rate. 

The Junior Committee’s fabulous Black and 
White Ball and Raffle was not only exciting but 
also contributed to the Purchase Fund. This small 
energetic committee participates in elementary 
school tours, behind-the-scenes tours for new 
Gallery Members, the Celebration weekend, and 
the children’s area of The Impulse Shop. 

During the past year the Volunteer Committee, 
in addition to assisting with the acquisition of the 
Gabo works, funded the purchase of a limited 
edition reprint of The Rubens-Bulletin, a late 


nineteenth-century source for the Library. Through 
their commitment to the Gallery and funds raised 
from ongoing projects, the Volunteer Committee is 
pleased to have sponsored the Artweek project, to 
have made possible the retail expansion program, 
and to have made contributions to the Permanent 
Collection. 


Many societal pressures emerging in the second 
half of this century have presented the public art 
gallery with a complex set of responsibilities. 
Demands for widely ranging programs and 
services from our many different audiences have, 
particularly in the last decade, produced a highly 


complex institution. For example the number of 
specialized departments with one or two people 
having unique technical skills and/or particular 
knowledge has more than quadrupled since the 
1970s. This process of specialization with its 
inevitable challenges to traditional thinking 
obviously reflects what has been going on in 
society at large. Unfortunately for not-for-profit 
enterprises the growth and development in 
answer to society’s needs has not been answered 
by a solution to the problem of funding. 
Consequently the Art Gallery of Ontario, like many 
of the arts organizations all over the western world, 
has been increasingly preoccupied by concerns 
traditionally felt to be antithetical to their purposes. 
Marketing is of course the word which describes 
an orientation as well as a cluster of activities that 
art museums in the 1980s must embrace. 

The Art Gallery of Ontario has been particularly 
sensitive to the problem of the role of the public 
arts institution in a democratic pluralistic society. 
We cannot be simply a repository or even just a 
show place for works of art. We feel a 
responsibility to communicate the meanings and 
values inherent in the works of art in our Collection 
to the community. We attempt to share our 
appreciation, our enjoyment and understanding of 
the visual arts with not only our visitors but with all 
the communities we serve — in metropolitan 
Toronto, the province of Ontario, and beyond. This 
we do primarily through special didactic 
exhibitions, lectures, tours, and classes but also 
through a series of special events. Typical of these 
events this year were: A Celebration in early 
December, Chinese New Year celebrations in 
February, and a special program for March Break. 

The past year marked the launching of the new 
Perspective series which effectively highlights 
both the exhibition and the collection of 
contemporary Canadian art at the Art Gallery of 
Ontario. Encompassing an annual exhibition, an 
annual acquisition, and an annual award, this 
ten-year program will feature the work of young 
Canadian artists. The Perspective program was 
made possible by a generous grant from George 
W. Gilmour (a Past President of the Gallery), who 
wished to demonstrate his ongoing support of

contemporary Canadian art. 

The support received from the federal, 
provincial, and municipal governments remains, 
of course, vital to the operation of this institution. 
Particular credit must go to the Ontario Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture for their generous 
financial support, coupled with sensitive and 
intelligent consultation. In 1985/86 alone, the 
Ministry provided funds for much needed plant 
projects such as energy conservation and 
upgrading security computer systems. Special 
program assistance was received for this year’s 
expanded March Break program and the 
upcoming Vatican Splendour exhibition. The most 
recent and most outstanding support has been 
the establishment of a $1.5 million fund by the 
Ministry of Citizenship and Culture to assist with 
special exhibitions over the next ten years. We are 
indeed grateful for this display of confidence and 
will ensure that this fund is prudently managed. 

In a multitude of ways the Art Gallery of Ontario 
staff and volunteers interact and work with 
individuals and organizations representing all 
sorts of special interest groups, on a local, 
provincial, and national level. We thank them all for 
their friendly and supportive cooperation and look 
forward to developing this relationship in the 
future. 


| would like to express my appreciation of the 
AGO staff, who continue to work with dedicated 
enthusiasm in an increasingly challenging 
climate. A special note of recognition goes to 
Eduard Zukowski who retired this year after 
thirty-one and a half years of service to the Gallery 
as Conservator. Two other longstanding staff 
members also left: Marie Fleming, Associate 
Curator of International Contemporary Art, and 
Jane Cowan, Head of Administrative Services. Our 
best wishes go with them in their new activities. 

The Gallery would not be able to operate without 
the strength and support that it continues to 
receive from our Volunteers, Committee members, 
and Trustees. The time and expertise that they so 
willingly give to this institution is deeply 
appreciated. And | must give my heartfelt thanks 
to our President, Fred Eaton, whose term will draw 
to an end this June. Fred’s strength and 
commitment to the Gallery made for an ideal 
working relationship, and | am very grateful for his 
guidance and support these past two years.

Notes to Financial 
Statements 


1. 

Summary of significant accounting policies 
The financial statements of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario (the Gallery) present the financial position 
and results of activities within the framework of 
the accounting policies summarized below: 


(a) Fund Accounting 

The accounts of the Gallery are maintained 

in accordance with the principles of fund 
accounting by which resources for various 
purposes are classified for accounting and 
reporting purposes into funds that are in 
accordance with activities or objectives as 
specified by the donors or in accordance with the 
directives issued by the Board of Trustees. 
Transfers between funds are made when 
approved. For financial reporting purposes, there 
are two groups of funds: 


(i) The general funds include the day-to-day 
operating transactions of the Gallery’s 
activities. 


(ii) The capital funds are comprised of funds 
which are not available to meet operating 
expenditures. The Acquisition Fund is 
primarily for the purchase of art and includes, 
at a nominal value of $1,000, the Gallery's 
collection of works of art which have been 
donated to the Gallery or purchased by it. 
The Special Exhibition Fund is designated 
to support special exhibitions (see Note 5). 
The Volunteer Activities Fund (including Art 
Rental Service, Impulse Shop, Jewellery 
Shop, Reproduction Shop, and other 
activities) is operated by the Volunteer 
Committee and is primarily for the purchase 
of art or other items of a capital nature. The 
Building Fund includes amounts that are 
designated to finance expansion and major 
repairs of the Gallery’s facilities. 


(b) Basis of Financial Statements 

The financial statements of the Gallery have been 
prepared generally on the accrual basis of 
accounting except that: 


March 31, 1986 


(i) Funds used to acquire works of art and 
completed facilities are accounted for as 
expenditures and accordingly depreciation 
on Gallery facilities is not provided. 


(ii) Annual membership fees are included in 
revenue as received. 


The statement of financial activities shows the funds 
received by, disbursed by or transferred between 
the various Gallery funds in the current reporting 
year. It does not present the results of operations 
or the net income or loss for the year as would a 
commercial statement of profit and loss. 


(c) Inventories 
Inventories of goods held for resale are valued at 
the lower of cost and net realizable value. 


(d) Works of art 

In conformity with accounting policies generally 
followed by art museums, the value of works of art 
has been excluded from the balance sheet except 
for a nominal carrying value. The value of art 
acquired by gift during the year is included in the 
statement of financial activities as revenue at 
appraised value as determined by independent 
appraisers. Purchased art is included in the 
statement of financial activities at cost and, 
together with gifted art acquired during the year, 
is shown as accession of art for collection. 


(e) Fixed assets 

The land, buildings and equipment used by the 
Gallery are the property of the Gallery. The value 
of fixed assets has been excluded from the 


balance sheet except for a nominal carrying value. 


Accordingly, no depreciation is recorded in the 
accounts. 


(f) Pension plan 

The Gallery maintains a pension plan providing 
retirement and death benefits to all its employees. 
The costs of the Gallery pension plan are 
expensed in the year premiums or required 
fundings are payable.

(g) Grants, donations and bequests 

Grants, donations and bequests are included in 
the statement of financial activities in the year in 
which the designated program is carried out. 


Funds received prior to the year in which the 
designated program is carried out are recorded 
in the balance sheet as deferred revenue. 


(nh) Appropriations 

The Trustees may appropriate funds to be used 
for operations and capital costs in a future fiscal 
period, at which future time the appropriations 
are reversed and the costs are recorded in the 
accounts of the Gallery. 


2. 

The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation 

The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation (the 
Foundation) is incorporated under the laws of 
Ontario as a separate corporation without share 
capital and receives and manages the endowment 
funds of the Gallery. Accordingly, the accounts 
of the Foundation are not included in the 
accompanying financial statements. Funds from 
the Foundation are given to the Gallery when 
approved by the Board of Trustees of the 
Foundation. 


3. 

Pension Plan 

The most recent actuarial valuation, prepared as 
of June 30, 1984, reported that the plan was fully 
funded. 


4. 

Province of Ontario Financing 

Effective March 31, 1986, in connection with a 
decision by the Province of Ontario to forgive 
certain past capital loans, the Gallery cancelled 
$12,250,000 of debentures issued to the Ontario 
Universities Capital Aid Corporation for a portion 
of the amount of $12,750,000 received from the 
Province of Ontario by March 31, 1978 for the 
expansion of Gallery facilities. Prior to this 
cancellation (balance outstanding at March 31, 
1986 — $10,266,000), principal and interest 
payments in respect of these debentures were 
made by the Treasury Department of the Province 
of Ontario on behalf of the Gallery and, 
accordingly, these debentures and the related 
interest expense were not recorded in the 
accounts of the Gallery.

Special Exhibition Support Fund 

During the year the Province of Ontario granted 
the Gallery $1,500,000 for ongoing special 
exhibition support. The Gallery is required to 
preserve the principal amount for a period of 10 
years (to 1996). The purpose of the grant is to 
provide, through income earned on the principal 
amount, support for special exhibitions. If the 
annual allocations from the earnings exceed the 
actual earnings, the resulting principal reduction 
must be restored within three years. At March 31, 
1986, the Gallery had received $200,000 and the 
balance of $1,300,000 is recorded as an account 
receivable.

Elementary Level Programs 


The following programs were offered by the Elementary 
Education Department during the 1985/86 academic 
year. 


School Visits 

These two-hour programs were designed for grades 3-8, 
and included a one-hour participatory orientation 
session, followed by an hour's tour in the galleries. Nine 
different thematic programs were available, aimed at 
making the Gallery’s Collection more accessible to 
young people. 


Sculpture/Henry Moore: Using large stretchy bags, 
children have fun exploring volume, shape, and texture. A 
tour in the galleries included the works of Henry Moore 
and other sculptors. 


Colour: An exciting slide show followed by experiments 
in colour theory assisted students in their exploration of 
the emotional and scientific aspects of colour. 


Landscape: The landscapes of Old Masters and the 
Canadian Collection were interpreted using sound and 
creative description. 


Portraits and Body Language: Props, costumes, and 
video were used as tools to help children interpret 
portraits. 


Canadian Express: Audiotapes of living Canadian artists 
talking about their work provided the focus for this 
program designed specifically for grades 7 and 8. 


Why Is That Art?: By using slides to support individual 
opinions, grade 7 and 8 students were encouraged to 
debate this provocative question. 


Life Times: An engaging slide show and an analysis of 
‘time capsules’ provided students with an opportunity to 
discuss varied and changing lifestyles before comparing 
historical and contemporary art in the galleries. 


The Painted Tale: Children’s literature and dramatic 
portrayal were the vehicles in this program for exploring 
narrative works of art in the Collection. 
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Primary Program: This popular new program for K-3 
students was an adjunct to the Elementary Level tours. It 
provided primary level students with a thematic 
orientation in either colour or sculpture, followed by a 
painting or clay experience in the Activity Centre. 


Family Programming 

Hands On: A special family program for both young 
children and their parents welcomed more than 8,500 
visitors during 1985/86. With the support of George 
Weston Limited, Hands On was able to continue to 
provide a high quality, innovative program each Sunday 
afternoon. Hands On will be featured in a Smithsonian 
Institution publication about ‘discovery rooms’ in 1986. 


March Break: Hands On was open extended hours 
during the March Break, welcoming 600 visitors. 
Puppeteer Pam Mingo did daily performances of The 
Wicked Stepmother's Revenge for more than 2,500 
young visitors. 


Workshops 

Elementary school teachers, museum professionals, and 
Early Childhood educators continued to participate in 
Professional Development Workshops offered by the 
Elementary Education Department throughout the 85/86 
academic year. 


Secondary Level Programs 


High school students were encouraged to participate in 
group discussions on themes relating to the AGO’s 
collections and to special exhibitions. Following a brief 
introductory session in an orientation room, students 
were conducted through a ninety-minute tour, where 
emphasis is placed on their responses to and thoughts 
about the works on view. 


Thematic Tours of the Permanent Collection 
These tours ranged throughout the galleries and 
identified a common theme that links the art of various 
periods. 


Discover the Gallery: Students toured the Permanent 
Collection and examined examples of painting and 
sculpture from all represented periods. A theme for the 
discussion tied the works together. 


The Debate: Contemporary art versus the Old Masters — 
a controversial discussion of the Collection. 


The Language of Colour: An exploration of colour and its 
use as a symbolic, compositional, and expressive device. 


Space in Perspective: The artists efforts to create or deny 
illusionistic space from the Renaissance to the present. 


Sculpture: An exploration of the Gallery’s rich sculpture 
collection. Included the Henry Moore Collection. 


Portraiture: A Mirror of Life: A slide/music presentation 
and discussion introduced the topic of the portrait in all its 
variations.

The Making of a Work of Art: A discovery of how a work of 
art comes into existence — the concept, development of 
the idea (colour, composition, structure, etc.), materials, 
and techniques. Students investigated and discussed 
works of art from the Renaissance to the present. 


Tours Focussing on Major Art Historical Periods 
These tours focussed on historical periods that are well 
represented in the Gallery’s Permanent Collection. The 
orientation session and the tour introduced the social, 
cultural, and historical aspects of the period being 
discussed, including techniques of painting. Students did 
not require a broad knowledge of art history to participate 
in these tours.

Tours of the Canadian Collection 

Canadian Art - Looking Back: An exploration of the 
historical collection from about 1750 which traces the 
cultural heritage of Canadian art. Students discussed the 
development of painting to the period of the Group of 
Seven and their contemporaries. 


Canadian Contemporary Art 1940-1980; Canadian 
contemporary art from David Milne to Performance and 
Punk. 


Canadian Survey: The above tours could be combined in 
a single visit to include both the historical and 
contemporary areas of the Canadian collection. 


Interdisciplinary Tours 

History and literature classes were encouraged to 
participate in these programs. Emphasis was placed on 
any area of the Permanent Collection listed in the 
thematic and historical periods mentioned above. 
Students participating in these tours did not require an art 
background. 


Painters and Poets in Canadian Art: This tour explored 
the relationship between the visual arts and literary arts in 
Canada from the early nineteenth century to today. 


History through the Artist's Eyes: The orientation and tour 
concentrated on the work of art as a document of history 
that reveals the period from which it comes. 


Art with a Political and Social Message: A discussion of 
the artist as social and political commentator, 
concentrating on the twentieth century. 


Tune In: Interviews with Painted People: This program 
was designed for senior students who are interested in 
investigating paintings by becoming the characters 
depicted in them. Students worked in small groups to 
interpret paintings of their choice using the interview 
format as a starting point. 


Secondary Level Programs Didactic Exhibitions 
This year Secondary Level Programs produced two 
didactic exhibitions for Gallery E. On April 19, 1985, 
Sculpture: Questions of Definition opened and offered a 
challenging look at the work of six contemporary Toronto 
sculptors. In February 1986, History! What's It Got To Do 
With Art? opened, focussing on the ways that art 
documents its time period and its social/political milieu. 
Major touring programs, including orientation and 
materials for teachers, accompanied the exhibitions. 


Special Reception 

A reception/workshop was held at the Gallery to 
introduce teachers to History! What's It Got To Do With 
Art? Approximately 100 teachers and art coordinators 
attended, many of whom were history teachers — new 
Gallery users. 


Professional Development Opportunities for 
Teachers 

Secondary Level Programs staff was involved in 
professional development to a greater degree this year 
with teachers of history and literature. Approximately 400 
teachers attended workshops. 


Advanced Programs 

In addition to the regular list of eighteen touring programs 
offered, Secondary Programs continued to provide a 
service to teachers of advanced students requiring more 
specialized Gallery visits. These took place throughout 
the year and involved approximately 150 students. 


Educational Conferences 

Secondary Level Programs presented workshops in 
Waterloo, Ontario at the Impact ’85 Conference and in 
London, Ontario for the Ontario Society for Education 
Through Art. 


Curatorial Exhibitions 

Secondary Level Programs staff toured all curatorial 
exhibitions and the Permanent Collection during the year.

Four different programs of instruction in the studio arts 
taught by professional artists comprise The Gallery 
School. 


The Junior School: A thirty-week calendar of courses in

Summer Art Studio for Kids: A four-week summer version 
of the Junior School program, five days a week during 
July.

Advanced Studies in Visual Art: A two-year program in the 
studio arts taught at pre-college level for selected high 
school students on thirty Saturday mornings from 
September to May. Drawing: 17 students; Painting |: 15 
students; Painting I: 17 students; Printmaking: 8 students; 
4 instructors, 6,840 student hours. 


Animation Studio: Students aged 8-18 were introduced to 
a full range of animation techniques during this thirty- 
week program held on weekends, September to May. 
3 courses, 3 instructors, 47 students, 4,230 student hours. 


Super Summer, Super-8 Animation Studio: The July 
session of Animation Studio provided instruction to 
students aged 8-13 in animation techniques from flip 
books to sound cartoons.

The Senior School: Opportunities in continuing 
education for the adult student in the studio arts. Evening 
courses were held in three ten-week terms and an 
eight-week summer term. A new twenty-week drawing 
course was added in the Winter term.
